Thk candidate* in the primary race 
have at last reached the borne stretch 
and before the week ends the demo- 
crats who are tho judges will have de- 
cided who are entitled to the prizes. It 
la difficult to foreshadow the result, 
since each candidate Is apparently so 
confident of success, but whatever It 
may be, there Is every Indication that 
It will be cheerfully acquiesced In and 
that those who now claim to be such 
honest and true democrats will not fret 
and pout and finally land in the repub- 
lican party, like some of tbe candidates 
did after tbe last primary, to their last- 
Ini; shame be It told. Tho men before 
the people today are made of better 
stuff and whether they are nominated 
or not we are sure will pull off tbelr 
coats and roll up their sleeves to work 
for the whole ticket, Every man who 
feels himself a democrat and who will 
feel himself In nonor bound to support 
the nominees can participate In tbe 
primary and the committee has extend- 
ed them a cordial invitation to do so. 
With many of the disturbing questions 
that divided democrats either settled 
or relegated to the rear there Is every 
reason for those who desire the best 
and safest local government to aid to 
the selection and election of the best 
men for the offices, and we take it that 
every mao with a spark of democratic 
principle remaining will gladly avail 
himself of the opportunity to come back 
into tbe fold and help us guarantee to 
tbe people of tbe county the best pos- 
sible conduct of their affairs. We have 
good material to select a ticket from 
Let every democrat feel It his duty to 
go to tbe polls Saturday next and help 
In the selection. A full vote means a 
large vote and makes the assurance of 
tioal victory doubly sure. 

The four republican judges of the 
court of appeals, in an opinion written 
by Judge Guffy, the -three democrats 
dissenting, have overruled a long line 
of decisions by the courts of this and 
other States. It was In tbe case of 
a Henry county man, and holds that in 
cross-examination of a witness he can 
not be required to answer any question 
tbe answer to which would show that 
he bad been guilty of any misdemean 
or accused or convicted of aoy crime; 
and that such facts can not be proved 
by other witnesses. Tbe majority wen t 
outside of tbe record to make this rul- 
ing, which is said to be for the pur- 
pose of giving an easy chance to re- 
verse tbe case of Jim Howard sentenc- 
ed to bang for killing Gov. Goebel. 
Judge Hobson In a dissenting opinion 
scores the republican majority for 
overruling established precedents and 
bringing tbe court Into contempt by re 
versing itself. 

When asked his opinion of McKin- 
ley ’s Inaugural address Mr. Bryan an- 
swered: “I bard ly care to discuss tbe 

matter at any length and would reply 
as President Lincoln Is said to have 
remarked on a certain occasloo, when 
asked bis opinion of a certain matter; 
“It was a most excellent thing for those 
who like It.” Mr. Lincoln never used 
the words and Mr. Bryan should be 
more accurate. What tbe great eman- 
cipator said was: "I would think that 
people who like that sort of thing, 
would hod It tbe sort of thing they 
like.” 

It looks very much like there was a 
deal between President McKinley and 
Uenater Carter, of Montana. He talk- 
ed the river and harbor bill to death In 
order to save McKinley tbe responsi- 
bility of vetoing It and tbe president 
bas rewarded him by giving him ono 
of tbe St Louis fair grafts at 16,000 a 
year. Which recalls the old saying 
that there Is many ways to kill a dog 
besides choking him to death with but- 
ter- 

Senator Lindsay bas been rewarded 
for his perfldity to the democratic par 
ty. President McKinley has given 
him one of tbe 16,000 sloecures known 
as commissioners of tbe St. Louis fair. 
Lindsay was once of the rose of expect- 
any of tbe democratic party, which de- 
lighted to do him honor. Now there 
Is none worthy of tbe name of demo- 
crat, who regards him except with 
aversion a nd contempt. 

Delaware will be without represen- 
tation In the U. S. Senate for two 
years, which is decidedly preferable to 
having such a man as Gas Addlcks In' 
tbe body. Tne Legislature adjourned 
without making a choice. Col. Du 
Pont could have been elected to the 
long term, if he had agreed that Ad- 
dlcks should have the short, but be pa- 
triotically declined to enter into such 
an agreem ent 

The president Is cariog for many of 
the Senatorial mendicants. Lindsay. 
Carlisle, and Thurston have been made I 
St. Louis Fair commissioners at $6,000 J 
a year and Bill Chandler a commis- 
sioner to carry into effect tbe treaty J 
with Spain. Pettigrew Is destined to 
remain out in the cold, however. 

The iodicatlois are that Gov. W. O. 
Bradley will land the Federal judge-, 
ship prize, as be is the only man on ' 
whom the factions can unite. Besides 
he Is about the only man mentioned who 
Is competent to fill the position. 



There Is no disguising the fact that 
the political complexion of tbe next 
Kentucky Senate is In doubt, though 
the chances favor the democrats. Of 
the 19 hold over Senators, only seven 
are reliably democratic. Barrel, elect- 
ed as a democrat, having voted with 
the republicans at tbe last session 
Nineteen new Senators are to be elect- 
ed and to make sure of controlling the 
Senate the democrats must elect 13 of 

them There are six doubtful districts 

The democrats must win one to tie the 
republicans and two to have a major- 
ity, On the other hand the republi- 
cans must win five of them to tie and 
all to have a majority. A great deal 
depends on tbe result, as tho side that 
has tbe majority will elect a president, 
who wili be ex-officio the lieutenant 
governor, there being no regular lieu- 
tenant governor since the death of Gov. 
Goebel. The nominations so far made 
by the democrats have shown wisdom

The Interior Journal And My 
Many Friends. 

My knowledge of this county Is lim- 
ited, having only traversed the territo- 
ry from Dorth to south over the A. T. 
& S F. and Rock Island roads, visiting 
Perry, Guthrie. Oklahoma City, King- 
fisher, Klseno, Cbecasha aud Duncan, 
and from there to Fort Sill to the Ki- 
owa* and Comanche* country. 1 must 
say I was disappointed the “new coun- 
try” as it is called. There Is some floe 
land but it Is not In large bodies; It Is 
mainly along the streams. The best 
land accordtog to my knowledge, is in 
the southern and eastern portions, with 
some tine soil in the northern part near 
Aoadarko, but lot* of the land I* poor, 
abounding in scrub oaks about live feet 
high, which presents about as desolate 
a picture as one would care to see. The 
country Is well watered; some of tbe 
mountain streams reminding me of old 
Knob Lick, with clear water aod grav- 
el beds, which is very much unlike the 
streams here They are very wide and 
destitute of gravel; just simply sand 
aod white at that. Oklahoma has some 
very substantial cities. Considering 
their age, they are remarkable. Okla- 
homa City Is a beauty. Quite a tide of 
Immigration is pouring Into this coun- 
try, malniv from Iowa, Missouri, Illi- 
nois and Kansas with not a few from 
Kentucky. Ltocolu county Is very well 
represented by F P. Bishop, J M, 
Hill, Jones, Sandldge, Tucker, Liv-j 
ingston, Carson and 9belby, who have 
shown tbe part of wisdom in locating 
in tbe prettiest country It ha* ever 
been my lot to behold. Kay county 
is given up to be tbe best county In 
Oklahoma. I know It would be a feast 
for the eyes of the farmer* of Ken- 
tucky who have been straining tbelr 
eyes looking over brown fields for the 
scattering stalks of wheat and wonder- 
ing If they would get their seed back, 
to gaze upon fields here that look like 
blue grass pastures lu May aod moat of 
them have been pastured all wlnteiv I 
had the pleasure of meeting Mr. Geo. 
W. Miller, of 101 Rancbe fame, who 
used to II ze near Crab Orchard. It Is 
claimed that be has 10,000 acres In cul- 
tivation and perhaps three or four 
times that much in pasture and some 
of his wheat yielded as rauoh as 50 
bushels ao acre last year. This Is
